ea T is 62 years ago 3 
4 the month I write, 8 
ei that this business 
was founded. My 
father started it in a little one room 
building here on the banks of the 
Mississippi in January, 1865. 

Today, if you were here, you could 
look out my window and see the great 
buildings, the acres of lumber ‘piles 
which have grown from that small 
start. On the walls hang pictures of 
other plants, built to take care of this 
great and growing business—one on 
the Pacific Coast, another near the 
Gulf of Mexico, and still others in great 
cities which were villages when my 
father first opened his shop. For, as 
our business grew, we found in order to 
give the right kind of service and insure the quality of 
material being up to our standards, we had to control our 
sources of supply. So when you buy a Gordon-Van Tine 
Home it is shipped direct from the mill of the very best 
lumber which can be produced, all ready to be nailed up. 

But I know that the reason back of all this physical 
progress was the idea which was born in that little one- 
room shop—to help people build better homes—to give 
more value for their money than they could get anywhere 
else—to make home building safe and sure. 

Today this idea, which has its finest expression in 
Gordon-Van Tine Plan-Cut Homes, is just as vital a 
thing as it was 60 years ago. Then when my father 
started making mouldings by machinery at the rate of 
1,000 feet in an hour, when it ordinarily took two men at 
least thirty hours hard work to make the same quantity 
by hand, he had made a great step toward making home 
building better and less expensive. Today we have 
carried this fundamental idea much farther, until we 
make not only mouldings, windows, frames, etc., by 
machine, but stairways, kitchen cases also and even cut 
the lumber for the house itself to fit, exactly according to 
plan, and ship it all bundled and marked, ready to nail up. 
Such work we can, of course, do much cheaper by ma- 
chine than it can be done by hand tools while the house is 
being built, and we do it more accurately, too. Thus, 
you get as good or better work for much less money. 

Let me give you just one instance of what this means: 
Ordinarily when a carpenter has to cut a rafter by hand 
he takes anywhere from ten to fifty minutes, depending 
on the number of cuts and angles. The workman has to 
figure his angle and bevel (a very difficult mathematical 
problem), make his cut, try it and very often cut it again 
to make it fit fairly close. Then he has to measure again 
and cut his notch where the rafter seats over the plate. 

For Plan-Cut Homes we do all this work on’a specially 
designed machine. The angles, bevels and lengths are 
all calculated exactly by the architects when the plans 
are drawn. The machine operator simply sets the ma- 
chine at the points directed, slips on his piece of lumber, 
and whirr!—the piece is cut. One setting of the machine 
does for a hundred or more pieces. Thus we do in 
seconds what it takes minutes to do on the job, and we 
do it better, for our machines are accurate to the width 
of a saw-cut—one-sixteenth of aninch. That’s just one 
instance of Plan-Cut Savings. I could give you scores 
of other examples of time saving and money saving which 
we make by machine labor.

Home building haslagged far behind other industries in replacing 
slow, costly hand labor with speedy, money saving, machine produc- 
tion. This generation has seen horse drawn vehicles supplanted by 
automobiles, gas engines replace windmills, and vacuum cleaners do 
more work in ten minutes than broom and elbow grease could in an 
hour.

In the days of cheap labor and plentiful 
lumber this did not make so much difference; but today it means that 
actually hundreds of dollars in carpenters’ time and valuable lumber 
are used up in work which can really be done better by machine at 
the factory at a fraction of the cost. 


Skyscraper Methods Applied to Homebuilding 


If you have ever watched a skyscraper being built, you must have 
noticed that there is no cutting of steel beams on the job. Beams 
and girders are snatched right from the truck as they are shipped and 
swung into place, perhaps ten stories up, and fit exactly. All the

skyscraper which now goes up in a few months. 

It is this modern system of construction which the Gordon-Van 
Tine Plan-Cut System has applied to home building. Instead of 
steel, the medium used is lumber, but the methods are exactly the 
same. The pieces are cut to exact length at the mill on speedy, 
economical machines which enable two men to do the work of twenty. 


As you know, the modern sky- 
scraper is all ready built in the 
great steel mills which turn out 
its framework. The big girders 
are all prepared there, and even 
the rivet holes bored to fit. 
Everything is marked in accord- 
ancewiththe plans, andthe erect- 
ors simply put the giant struc- 
tures together.

Making case fronts on the job by hand takes a 
carpenter about a day and a half for each case 
—costs you, say $12.00 per case. Our factory 
cost is $4.50 for each case front. Practically 
every house has two cases, some have three and 
afew four. Your saving therefore is from $15 
to $30 on the house on this item. 


Housing out stair stringers on the job is a ter- 
ribly tedious proceeding. It takes a man about 
24 hours for a flight of stairs—costs you about 
$19.80. On our specially designed machine, 
shown here, we do it better in one hour—costs 
you $1.37. You save $18.43 on this operation 
alone on each stair stringer, and on a whole 
flight of steps a total of $35.00 to $40.00.

and try’ method, as to make the Plan-Cut Home the unquestioned choice 
of any discriminating buyer. Accuracy unthought of in handsaw work is 
the result of mathematically correct calculations by skilled architects and 
machine cutting by power driven saws set by steel gauges exact to one- 
sixteenth of an inch. 

Your home, built of such exactly-cut joists, studding, rafters and sheath- 
ing has built into it the priceless quality of Structural Strength—the staunch- 
ness of a well-knit, solid, tight-built home—the quality which guarantees 
a long-lived, good-as-new-in-twenty-years home. 

If you have ever watched closely a house being framed up by hand saw 
methods, you know how necessarily far from accuracy the fitting is. A 
stick is held up against the place where it is to go, a mark is made, then it 
is sawed off, often against the workman’s knee for a sawhorse. The cut 
may be straight or not—perhaps it’s on the line and perhaps not. If it’s 
too long, he takes another cut at it. If it misses too far on the short side, 
he must take another piece or drive in a wedge and shim it up. Ora care- 
less workman will simply spike it in place and let the nails do the work. 
Such construction cannot give the strength your home should have. Shims 
and wedges may bring a wall up to level, but they surely do not contribute 
strength. 

And structural strength, which comes only with accuracy, the factor 
which insures permanence in your home, is the one quality which you want 
at all costs. The amazing thing is that you get it through the Plan-Cut 
Method, not at an extra cost, but actually at a tremendous saving—30% 
of time in building over old hand-saw methods and 18% of the lumber 
wasted under old-fashioned processes.

HIS beautiful home is one of the most popular designs we have

Space for the ice box is provided in this entry: also a closet which can be 
used for coats, brooms, mops, etc. 

Upstairs there are three fine chambers and a maid’s chamber each with a 
separate closet and each with cross ventilation provided. The bath opens from 
the hall and is equally accessible from all the bedrooms.

HE same front exterior exactly is provided for Home 

535-B. The difference in the plan is noted as soon as 

one steps inside the door. A vestibule has been pro- 
vided here with closets for coats on either side. The fireplace 
is against the outside wall, flanked by two French doors which 
lead onto the wide porch beyond. In 535-B the dining room 
is slightly larger, a serving pantry has been added and the 
kitchen arrangement has been changed. To provide this 
extra space an extension has been built on this side of the 
house.

Note that the serving pantry is provided with a large built-in case in 
which dishes, glassware and dining room supplies may be stored. The 
work table extends under the window. The kitchen case is still pro- 
vided in the kitchen and is arranged to adjoin the sink which is placed 
under the twin windows. Here the twin windows are at the back and the 
single windows at the side. The enlarged kitchen also permits the addition 
of a clothes chute and a broom closet, both of which are great conven- 
iences. From the front hall a passage hall leads back to the rear hall and 
entry. A door from the rear hall gives access to the lavatory and another 
door leads down into the cellar. The ice box is placed in the rear entry 
right next to the back door where it can be easily iced and is in a cool, 
protected place, yet is right handy to the kitchen. There is no direct out- 
side door from the kitchen, making this a warm room in the winter, while 
the abundance of windows keep it cool in summer. 


Upstairs a considerable change has been made in the plan. The large 
chamber ‘‘D” has been provided with a large closet opening from it. The 
closets for the two bedrooms on the opposite side are placed between the 
rooms, thus permitting considerable additional space to be thrown into the 
center chamber or sewing room. There is a big closet opening from this 
room, and the fine light and ventilation, and the good size of the room make 
it a really delightful bedroom, The bathroom is at the back with a linen 
closet opening from the hall opposite.

The out- 
side finish is stucco, relieved in the upper story and gables 
by typical English half-timbering.

Above this Perfect Edge Grain red 
cedar shingles are used, laid alternately 2 
inches and 7 inches to the weather. 


The front porch is excellently designed. 
The architects have given careful thought to 
size of the columns, to the sided rail, and to 
the shingled effect in the gable ends, so as to 
give a touch of originality to this charming 
house. This is further emphasized by the 
Colonial windows and the San Diego bevel 
plate front door.

HE simple lines and good proportion of this substantial looking 
house are specially set off by the big front porch, the wide box 
cornice and the dormer windows.

Both the exterior and interior are impressive. Front and rear 
dormers break the broad sweep of the roof lines and add to the 
second floor ceiling heights, which are in the main 8 feet except 
small spaces on each side of the dormers, where the heights are 7 
feet, 4 inches and 5 feet 6 inches. But these cut off ceilings do 
not detract because the restricted space is so very small. In 
reality the upstairs rooms are very desirable, being of fine size, 
light and well ventilated.

HE exterior of this home has a definite 
charm in its substantial lines and 
appearance.
